M ark D. S m ith 
w as the principal spo k esm a n for 
the c o n tra c to rs and briefly o u t­ 
lined the adoption of a code u nder 
w hich the a d m in istra tio n of M ay ­ 
or F ra n k D. P alm er, which had 
been d rafted by C harles M cC orry 
and him self a fte r carefu l consider­ 
ation of codes in several cities the 
size of Dixon. 
M cC orry w as the first inspector 
u n d er the Dixon code, the speak er 
related, an d proved able. He re­ 
ceived very little co-operation on 
the pa rt of the city cou ncil m e m ­ 
bers and resigned, to be su cceed­ 
ed by an other, whom Mr. Sm ith 
declared, w as u nfit for the posi­ 
tion. 
“Dozens of bu ildings and hou ses 
in Dixon a re u nsafely constru cted, 
u n sa n ita ry from the stan d po in t of 
plu m bing and fire hazards, in the 
m ethod of electric w irin g.” he told 
the cou ncil. 
M easu re Rescinded 
“ The c o n tra c to rs of the c ity are 
n o t directly benefited,” he contin 
u ed,” bu t a re desirou s of m a in ­ 
tain in g a high qu ality of constru c­ 
tion. 
T he original code w as es­ 
tablished at 
the 
requ est 
of the 
m em bers of the bu ildings trades, 
who paid fo r its pu blication. 
At 
the first m e e tin g of the cou ncil 
u n d er M ay o r G eorge C. 
D ixon’s 
ad m in istratio n and a fte r the code 
had been m ade a cam paig n issu e, 
the m e asu re w as 
rescinded 
en ­ 
tirely. 
“The city of Dixon w a s never 
inju red by the e n a c tm e n t of the 
code. 
The c o n tra c to rs’ o rg a n iz a ­ 
tion paid for the entire pu blication 
a fte r the city had ag reed to pay 
half the cost, and the city benefit­ 
ed from the perm its issu ed. It w as 
a protection for the pu blic against 
the bu ilding of ‘shoddy’ stru c tu re s 
and ‘dog hou ses ’ 
H ealth Menace» 
O tto 
W itzleb, 
plu m bing 
con­ 
tracto r, cited n u m erou s instances 
w here 
im proper 
installation

plu m bing in local residence s tru c ­

code m ade effective in Dixon, w ith 
som e possible m inor changes. 
M ayo r S lothow er inform ed

dinance w as now in the process of 
constru ction and assu red the rep.

An ordinance a m end in g certain
